Not Much Use to Have Prosecuted Bal- 
lot Stuffers. 

St. Thomas, Or.t., Jan. 20.— (Special.)

[Berlin, Jan. 20. — It was announced 
here that the German cruiser Yiuela 
has been ordered to Muracaibo.

The relations of tlie mon- 
archy and of the governments of Lou- 
don and Berlin have remained undis- 
turbed, and public opinion will be quiet- 
ed in time." 

Lioudon, Jan. z0.— The statement that 
United .States .Minister Boweu lias been 
authorized by President Castro to offer 
the Venezuelan customs as a guarantee 
for the fulfilment o£ his country's ob- 
ligations is continued. The offer has 
not yet been accepted, but it is thought 
here it may afford the opportunity for i 
withdrawal of the blockade.

Dawson, Jan. 20.— Edward Labelle 
and Pete Euurnier were hanged at the 
jail hero this morning. Lulbelle was 
very quiet and 1 subdued, but Fouruier 
until the Inst was excited and tierce. 
The thermometer was 00 below zero, 
and the cold was felt very severely by 
those present. Both murderers confess- 
ed to their crime. 

Peter Fouruier and Edward Labelle 
on June 2:i, a •hundred miles above 
Dawson, on the Yukon, murdered three 
men, Bcaudoiu, Bouthilctte and Con- 
sul mine. 

Fournler maintained that Labelle kill- 
ed all three of the victims, and Labelle 
maintained that . Fouruier did the mur- 
derous work. Fouruier claimed in ad- 
dition that Labelle killed Guillbault, a 
'fourth man, below Eagle on the United 
States side. 

The story of the various witnesses 
proved the men had been with the three 
victims on the way down the river; that 
they afterward were in Dawson, and 
had wine of the goods and money of the 
victims there. 

The three victims wore shot while 
they were in camp with the murderers, 
and Labelle and Fouruier each tried 
to throw the guilt of the actual shooting 
on the other. 

Ed. Labelle, the Yukon murderer, 
who, in company with Fouruier, his 
ipnrtner in crime, paid the iMjnulty at 
Dawson, Y. T., yesterday, is said to 
have been tho "king" of a gang 1 of. 
opium smugglers who operated from 
Victoria in 1880. "Gus J ' Labelle, as he 
was then known, had many passages 
with the officers of United States law— 
in if act, too many to ibe recorded. His 
quick wit and cool nerve helped him 
out of a multitude of ugly scrapes, one 
of the most interesting of which is 
worthy of narration at this stage. 

In June, 1880, Labelle and his asso- 
ciates determined on risking a larger 
consignment of opium than usual, in 
the anticipation of reaping a richer 
harvest, and $50,000 worth was shipped 
from Victoria to Cortwright, a little vil- 
lage a few miles from Sarnia on the 
banks of the river St. Clair. Here La- 
belle was shadowed by the great Chicago 
officer, tMtiKale, as well as tHussey and 
'Ding, who "watched him from a* hotel 
window while he took the opium from 
bho railway station, and, placing 1 it in 
his wagon, drove rapidly off towards 
the Indian reservation. Detectives fol- 
lowed, and, knowing that Labelle could 
not lie in ignorance of the fact that lie 
had been shadowed, saw him safe in 
his cabin, and, having arrived at the 
conclusion that he would not dare risk 
running his goods across while he knew, 
that their eyes were on him, returned!' 
to their hotel and peaceably slept. 

The night was as dark as. pitch, and 
the wind tossed the waters of the rush- 
ing river high in the air in feathery 
iiakos of foam. As the hours roiled on 
the storm increased until 10 o'clock, 
when a veritable tempest raged and the 
lights of J'ort Huron could not be seen 
on the Canadian shore, across the dark 
and angry waters of itlie swift Si. Clair. 
When the United States officers conii- \ 
dently decided that no attempt would 
bo made to cross the river during the 
storm, they failed to consider the reck- 
less courage of the man whom they 
were watching. Shortly after 10 o'clock 
a little rowhoat shot out from the 
Canadian side, and the lightning Hash 
showed that it contained a solitary oars- 
man. Bidding defiance to the elements 
as well as the law, Labelle had decided 
to risk his life and land 1 10s cargo In 
tho States before morning light. Twice 
his JittSe boat was almost Hooded by the 
raging waves, once it narrowly escaped 
destruction by a passing steamer, anil 
it was four full hours from the time 
Labelle left the reserve until the keel 
| grated and be stepped out and disap- 
peared with his valuable cargo into the 
(wood's below JJor't Huron. 
| Tho opium being neatly boxed, was 
addressed to Indianapolis, and expressed 
from Smith's Creek, on tlie Chicago & 
Grand Trunk, marked as packages of 
'books. The express agenit at Smith's 
Creek, a young man named Thibodeuu, 
suspected .the contents of the packages, 
ami was induced by MeKale lo disclose, 
all he know about the transaction, 
under promise of receiving $20,000, and 
when Labelle visited the express office 
at Indianapolis to claim the parcels he 
was arrested and taken at once to tho 
custom house, whore the packages were 
searched. Having pa,pers on. his per- 
son criminating his associates and dis- 
closing their operations, his iirst move 
was to destroy them, which lie mar.«ged 
to do unobserved by anyone, the letters, 
three in number, being hastily eaten. 
After languishing for forty days at the 
Indianapolis jail, whcie he was treated 
more like a guest than a prisoner, tlie 
prisoner decided on a bold move, and 
having been pressed to turn state's evi- 
dence, .mentioned the names of two Port 
Huron residents as li is partners. In 
reality they were in entire ignorance nf 
tho fact that their friend. Labelle, 
whom they knew only as a hard-working 
and poorty-pnid grocery clerk, was en- 
gaged In a more profitable though less 
honorable occupation than in weighing 
out sugar and tea. 

The plan of escape Labelle had re- 
solved on carrying out was developed 
slowly but surely, and his iirst move 
was to go nearer Canadian soil. In. 
order to worm a confession from him at 
the price of hts liberty, he was taken 
from Indianapolis by special train, in 
charge of ft United States marshal. A 
private statement was then demanded' 
and refused by the prisoner, who re- 
marked that ho would only talk in 
court, and on the morning of the 20th 
of July, 1SSS, the order was given to 
nit.nru him to Detroit. 

Firtui utely for Labelle, for whom (the 
fates appeared to be working, a legal 
itechnictaltty; which had to be disposed 
of. delayed the train until dusk hndl 
settled down upon them, when it drew 
out of Port Huron with twelve special 
agents of tho government and a prisoner 
on board. The city had been left but 
livo or six miles behind when Labelle, 
who wis laughing and chatting witth 
his jailers, although handcuffed, asked 
for fl drink of water. Ho was told to 
get it for himself., anil excited no sus- 
picious by walking toward the corridor, 
opened ' it, und sprang from the steps 
inftb the darkness, while the train 
whirled on at the rate of forty miles 
an hour. 



stunned and bleeding, heardl the sharp 
whistle of bullets — for the train had' 
stopped and the officers were coming in 
pursuit. He fell again from weakness, 
but staggered tip and saw what he did 
not before — that n horse and curriage 
had stopped at the crossing to avoid 
the train, which was now backing 
toward him. The only occupant was a 
little boy, and to spring, and, push him 
out and start at a mad gallop for tho 
river, holding the reins bound together 
by tiie steel bracelets, was the work of 
a minute. 

A terrible drive of seven miles, and 
i.Marysville, on the river bank, was 
reached.

1>ade his adieu to Sarnia and returned to 
Victoria, where be remained for some 
lime and then returned to the province 
of Quebec, from which the French- 
(Canadian came to this province. When 
tjho rush to tho Yukon set in bo drifted 
North, with the result of which all 
readers are aware — he robbed and mur- 
dered, and paid the- penalty of the law 
on a Dawson scaffold yesterday.

WEST KOOTEXAY POWER. 

Great Increase in Works at iBorjnington 
Falls. 

Hossland, B. €., Jan. 20.— The man- 
agement of the West Kootenay Power 
!& Light company announce that the 
prospects for a much larger demand for 
electrical power, as a result of milling 
operations hero next spring, has led 
his company to revive the plans for the 
big increases to their works at JJon- 
uiugton Falls. The capacity of the 
plant now is four thousand electrical 
horse power daily, and the plans pre- 
pared call for an increase of 12.000 
hydraulic and four thousand electrical 
horse power. The cost of additions is 
placed at six hundred thousand dollars. 
Of this $180,000 is already expended in 
rook excavation and machinery now 
hold to the company's order.

•Mr. Lugrin thought that beforb this 
revolutionary measure was discussed in 
detail, it would bo well to say first 
whether it was to be accepted at all. He 
could not but think that the editor of 
the Colonist was quite right in assum- 
ing the position ho did. It was prac- 
tically to replace the Mayor nnd alder- 
men with a board of commissioners, 
and in the measure he did not see any 
provision for tho election of a city coun- 
cil. 

Mr. Morley pointed out that it was 
proposed to elect an advisory committee 
of citizens to help the commissioners. 

iMr. Ltigrin reiterated that the pro- 
vision as printed in the document, to 
his mind, fully bore out the editor of the 
Colonist in the stand be had taken. 
Tho council as proposed could in no 
sense be said to be a representative 
government, as understood in tlie Brit- 
ish Empire, although it might not b e 
contrary to the practice as understood in 
the United States. There was nothing 
obligatory fur the commissioners to re- 
fer to the elective advisory committee, 
and they could carry on as long as they 
liked, and in! any manner they pleased. 
Ho pointed out tlie danger of appoint- 
ing men to such n position where they 
were given the control of the patronage! 
of a city and at the same time were 
paid fat salaries. This system had been 
tried in the United States, and it had 
led to the introduction of politics into 
civic affairs. Politieans were always 
desirous of getting control of the com- 
missioners in order to secure the distri- 
bution of patronage. Another bad tea* 
ture was the lack of publicity which 
such n system would give rise to. You 
could no more hope to get a report of 
what the commissioners did in secret 
conclave than you could of what takes 
place in the executive council of the 
province. He had watched the munici- 
pal government in four large "cities, hav- 
ing taken jiart in the drafting of the 
charter of the city of Seal tie, and in 
the city of St. John, which had two 
chambers, and iu Fredericton. In ail 
cases his experience bore out his conten- 
tion, that the city of Victoria wns one 
of the best governed cities he had lived 
in. At the same time, lie would favor 
the abolition of llhe ward system. 

IMr. .Morley said that as to the com- 
missioners being elected by the citizens, 
it was bis intention that they should be 
controled by the council elected by the 
citizens. 

LSenator Macdonuld Uhought that Mr. 
Morley was entitled to great credit for 
his ideas as set forth in the scheme un- 
der discussion. He also agreed that 
the Mayor and council had done well, 
and that there was no trickery or wrong- 
doing going on. The school commis- 
sioner should lie a very important indiv- 
idual. The School Ad, as at present 
framed, was one of the most slipshod 
documents that he knew of. lie would 
like to see three aldermen and tttiree ap- 
pointees of the government act as 
school trustees. Whoever framed the 
present act no doubt did not pay a cent 
towards tin; cost of education, and he 
thought that any one In a public trust 
should be in such u position MS to feel 
the effects of his own acts. 

IMr. Morley thought that the scheme

McGregor thought n vote of 
thanks was due last year's Mayor nnd 
council for their kind permission to use 
the public ball for the league's meetings, 
die moved accordingly, and it was car- 
ried unanimously. 

The secretary wished to ibring up the 
subject of a resolution ns follows 

That in the opinion of the Voters' League 
Ihe Mayor should be exempt from act ve 
serv'ce In public organizations not under 
municipal control, except to act as Hon- 
orary President or to preside at meetings. 

(Mr. Morley said that lie had asked 
Mayor McCnndless' opinion as to this 
motion, and that gentleman had express- 
ed entire approval. As a matter of fact, 
ox-Mayor Haywurd had been over-bur- 
dened with requests to act, and it was 
very unfair to him in many cases. It 
placed a burden on his shoulders which 
be was not entiriisl to ■bear, and while 
it was optional for the Mayor to so act, 
at the same time if ho refused the posi- 
tion, he was looked on as acting meanly. 

C. II. Lugrin did not think the resolu- 
tion was needed. The Mayor could act 
without in any -way placing himself iu 
an unfair position, 

W. II. Price was of the same opinion. 
Ho would favor a resolution asking the 
nldermen to take a share of the renpoii 
sibility in such cases. In many cases 
the aldermen seemed to shirk such work, 
which was thrown on the Mayor. 

(Mr. Morley had no intention of press- 
ing the matter, and it was allowed to 
drop. 

The question of city government by 
commissioners was then taken up, the 
secretary offering a few remarks. He did 
not think that the editor of the Colonist 
had fully studied the proposition, ns it 
was not tlie intention of the longue to do 
nnvny with representative government. 
It was now a foregone conclusion that 
the ward system would be done awny 
with nnd this and the doing awny with 
the remuneration of the council were 
really the only two changes that were 
proposed; The measure proposed wns, to 
the speaker's mind.' more strictly in line 
with constitutional governmelit than 
was the' present system., The heads of 
departments would be directly answer- 
able to the electors. The executive 
board Was pow elected quite apart from 
any qualification to fill the position, nor 
could nn honorary nmn be asked 



which they were asked to preside. 

Mr. Lugrin pointed out that as far as 
section 11 was concerned, it was 11 pei- 
fectly understandable proposition Unit 
out of several applicants for, say, 
school commissioner, the elected council 
should select, say, Uhree names, and 
the commissioner should be elected by 
tho people from these three. This, how- 
ever, was not exactly what the league 
proposed, and 011 ihe other hand, it 
would be. manifestly ulbsurd to niter the 
section to as to place tho election of 
tihe commissioner in the bands of the 
council who had already selected the 
three from t'he applicants. ihis sec- 
tion at least, he thought, would have to 
be stricken out. 

10. Bragg praised Mr. Morley for bis 
forethought in preparing the measure, 
which had rrtaiiy good features. How- 
ever, the chief fault with the present 
system was that more e (Helen t service 
might lie secured from the odlcials and 
those in change w*ho were elected every 
year. 

T. C. Sorby was afraid that rather 
more had been offered the league than 
they could fake in. He thought that 
t'Jio city government might 'be carried 
on on the lines of the provincial gov- 
ernment, there 'being a mayor or pre- 
mier who should call to his aid the dif- 
ferent heads of departments. This 
would secure continuity of service. 

'I*. M. McGregor had been mislead as 
to the outlines of the proposed scheme. 
He failed to see where there would b 
much change from the present system, 
ns now in force. Tho finance com mis 
slouer, who would be responsible for the 
moneys, was really what the city now 
had in the city treasurer. IMr. 'McGreg- 
or pointed out that the Mayor select- 
ed the standing committees for the yenr, 
and these were in reality the head's of 
departments, similarly to the ministers 
in the local House. Then the city al 
ready had a water commissioner. It 
was superfluous to have a board of com- 
missioners to govern a city engineer. 
The present bonrd of works did all work 
under consultation of tho city engineer. 
The bends of departments should be 
held responsible for everything in their 
respective department.-.. Am to a school 
commissioner, he did not know if it wns 
intended to put him over the school trus- 
tees. The park commissioners were 
practically appointed now, and he 
thought that the appointment of commis- 
sioners might complicate mutters. 

'Mr. Morley said that the only two' 
departments of the city which hud abso- 
lute hendij were the lire am! police de 
ipu rt incuts. 

IMr. McGregor said that both those 
departments had advisory committees 
over them, die failed to seo where 
there was iinytihing iu the paper that 
was radically different from the pres- 
ent system. 'However, he wns in favor 
of continuity of system. 

IMr. Lugrin proposed to limit the num- 
ber of councilors which nny one could 
vote for to, say, six. This would be, in 
case of the ward system being adopted, 
nnd would prevent a combination being 
made in order to elect the nine. It was 
not an original idea, and bad been pro- 
posed by Mr. Blake in order to secure 
representation for a minority. 

IMr. Grant. related his "expoienccs ns 
a ratepayer and a kicker to the coun- 
cil" in connection with a pool of water 
near his residence. There was 1 
need for a discussion along the lines 
laid down in Mr. Morley's paper. The 
present; system was not satisfactory, 
and a change was needed, for it cer 
toinly coiii'd not make matters worse. 

Some discussion then took place as to 
the working of the present system, and 
ns to how it differed from that propose! 
hy Mr. Morley. 'Finally Mr. Lugriu 
asked if Mr. Morley would submit to 
the next .meeting oi the league his ideas 
ns to how the assessment work would 
be done? 

Notice wns given of a motion a.4ro- 
eating the abolition of the ward system 
in this city, and the meeting adjourned.

The only disengaged vessels now nt 
this port are the British ship Galgate,

tralian, nud it is expected that both these 
vessels will find 'business shortly, for al- 
though the market for grain freights 
continues somewhat dull, there is an up- 
ward trend. There is slight demand tor 
vessels on European account, the rate 
remaining nominal at about lis. 3d., the 
figure of the last charter, but there is 
some inquiry for both Sydney and Mel- 
bourne, with n slightly firmer feeling ou 
the part of owners who are now dis- 
posed to bold out for a slight advance 
over the last, rate accepted. In the lum- 
ber market freights continue fairly ac- 
tive at steady rates. 'Coastwise ves- 
sels, both sail and steam, tind ready em 
ployment at full rates, and for foreign 
voyages, although tonnage is iplent'ful, 
there is no depreciation in rates. 

Puirplay— the well known Liverpool 
shipping paper — in its review of the for- 
eign market for the year, says: To say 
that this has been by a long way the 
worst year on record for tramp owners 
is but mildly to picture what they have 
bud to contend with, and in fact it is a 
surprise to us thnt more have not suc- 
cumbed to the most adverse combination 
of circumstances that lias ever been ex- 
perienced in shipping. In the first ha if 
of this year many boats did secure a lit- 
tle 'protit, bnt subsequent trading has 
more than wiped this out and loft t ho 
owners with an ugly debit balance on 
the trading for the year. As we Have 
referred to the losses that so many \vu- 
ers have sustained, we will allude to a 
far and away more serious loss that has 
fallen on shipowning generally, nanre.y, 
the colossal decline in the value of tou- 
liagc. Collectively it will represent 
many millions, and will wipe out at one 
stroke of the pen all the profits that 
have been made for the previous year, or 
unoy be 'for years. This enormous loss of 
capital has got to be made good if sh'p- 
owning is to be conducted ou a sound 
commercial basis.

Pacific has been left in- abeyance. 
"When the orders were received for their 
transfer to the China station, the two 
torpedo boat destroyers were strength- 
ened.

Important Meeting of Steamship Men 
Held Yesterday. 

An important meeting *vns held at 
Seattle yesterday, at which all the 
steamship lines operating from the 
North IFncilic to the Orient were repre- 
sented for the purpose of arranging a 
uniform freight rate between this Coast 
and Eastern Asiatic ports. There has 
previously been no uniform schedule of 
rates in operation among the several 
companies engaging in the trade and 
this will lie sought to lie effected at to- 
day's meeting of the bureau. An effort 
will also be made to arrange the sailing 
schedules of the various lines so as to 
make the arrivals and departures from 
this 'Coast at regular intervals. Various 
other matters of consequence were con- 
sidered. 

The Asiatic Freight bureau includes 
six large steamship companies: The 
Boston Steamship company; China Mu- 
tual company; Northern Pacific com- 
pany; Nippon Yusen Kaisha line; the 
Empress line, operated- by the Canadian 
Pacific railroad, and the Portland line, 
operating from the Columbia river to 
the Orient. All these companies, with 
the exception of the Portland linejiave 
♦heir vessel make Victoria their first 
and last port of call.

Capt. S. F. MaeKenzie Says She is Un- 
suitable, 

When Capt. S. F. MaeKenzie was 
manager of the Victoria Terminal Rail- 
way company he had plans prepared for 
a ferry steamer to -bo built for the pur- 
pose, and since the change in the man- 
agement and the acquisition of the 
steamer Victorian, on which a force ol 
workmen are new at work in the recon- 
struction of the steamer for service as 
a car-ferrv, ('apt. MaeKenzie lias not 
hesitated to express his disapproval of 
the scheme to make a ferry vessel of the 
Victoria. In an interview given at Van- 
couver. Cap:. .MaeKenzie said: 

"I want to put myself on record, hav- 
ing formerly been manager of the vic- 
toria-Terminal and in U'at capacity 
having the steam ferry business in 
hand.' that in my opinion the Victorian 
is an exceedingly bad purchase for 
what is wanted in accordance with the 
terms of the bylaw passed by, the peo- 
ple of Victoria. The steamer is entire- 
lv unsuitable, it* my opinion, to be con- 
verted into a car ferry, and I believe 
it is a practical invpossibility to convert 
her into a money-earning boat, to carry 
cars and have passenger accommoda- 
tion above, on the run between Onnoe 
Pass and Sidney. The steamer lias al- 
ways been a failure, and always will 
be, I think."

The Rowland Minor makes the follow- 
ing appeal to members from the Koote- 
nay country to support the Trior gov- 
ernment: 

The provincial premier, lion. Col. 
iPrior, will probably hurry buck to Vic- 
toria from Ottawa, where he is al- 
temptiug to arrange several important 
matters m Reeling the welfare of Brit- 
ish Columbia, to prepare for the early 
meeting of the legislative assembly. 

The all-important question is, can 
^Colonel Trior meet the House with :i 
working majority: Wince Hon. James 
Duusinuir resigned the premiership in 
taror of the present leader of the gov- 
ernment, there have been many at- 
tempts made to win over support from 
the opposition. It is not yet clear that 
these efforts have resulted .successful- 
ly; in fact, there are many well-in- 
formed politicians who entertain grave 
doutfts as to the Premier's ability to 
carry on government after the legisla- 
ture ban met. Of one thing we may be 
tolerably certain: Mr. Joseph Martin 
is bitterly opposed to the Trior admin- 
istration, and SO is 'Mr. Richard IMc- 
IBride, and evidence is not lacking -to 
kIiow that Vancouver city, New West- 
minster and the 'Eraser Talley— in 
short, nearly the -whole of the lower 
Mainland members are determined to 
.continue in opposition. Colonel Trior 
will have, then, to depend mostly upon 
.Vancouver Island and the upper coun- 
try for support. 

, So far as the Kootenays and Yale are 
■concerned, most of the members are on 
lii« side. There are, however, several 
who refuse to have anything to do with 
him,, and it is to these oppositionists 
that the Miner desires to nddress itself. 

Colonel Trior is .pledged to the early 
introduction of important remedial legis- 
lation affecting the mining industry. lit 
this legislation is not forthcoming nt the 
■earliest 'possible moment, the great pros- 
perity that is so anxiously anvjiited by 
the people of Southern British Colum- 
bia, and which is ours as soon as this 
legislation (becomes effective, will be de- 
nied us Cor a very considerable period. 
While these oppositionists may object 
to the general i>olicy of the government, 
it is unrriiefltio'nably their duty to at 
least give their hearty support to this 
question, and in no way delay the good 
times that are nl hand. If they refuse 
"to do this, it is safe to say that they 
must forever forego any hope whatever 
Of holding the good opinion and support 
of their respective constituencies, and 
all right-minded people will hold them 
in unalterable contempt for their wan- 
ton disregard of the desires of the elec- 
torate. It is almost inconceivable that 
any memlber from a .mining constitu- 
ency should be so emlbucd with petty 
and selfish 'political ideas as to refuse 
to support this vital question.

TUB BOWERS OF THE DROWN. 

In the Christmas Windsor Magazine 
there is an article on the powers of the 
Crown, by Dr. Bryee, of which the 
value, as might be expected from the 
author, who is the greatest living au- 
thority on the subject, is not to lie 
measured by its length. He discusses 
two questions which have frequently 
come up in British Columbia during 
the past few years, lie says: 

As the Crown is deemed to choose, 
so the Crown may in theory dismiss its 
ministers. But in practice this has not 
been done during the last sixty years. 
If ministers lose the confidence iff the 
House of Commons, they either resign, 
tendering their resignations through the 
Prime Minister, or else obtain the leave 
of the Crows to dissolve parliament, in 
the hope of getting a new House of 
Commons which will support them. If 
it does stipport them, they hold on; if 
not, they resign. There are, however, 
some students of the Constitution who 
have argued that when the Crown is

Still, these cases are worth con- 
sidering, unlikely as they ure to arise, 
because they show that there is an un- 
defined and scarcely definable margin 
extending beyond the ordinary and 
familiar duties of the Crown. Similar 
cases have arisen in some of the British 
salf-governing colonies, where the gov- 
ernor holds a constitutional position 
which corresponds, in a general way, 
to that held by the Sovereign of the 
'United Kingdom at home; and such 
cases have in these colonies given rise 
to much debate. It is, however, genera 1 - 
ly held that colonial usage lias hitherto 
allowed a somewhat wider range to the 
governor than has been claimed for the 
crown at home. But it may be doubt- 
ed whether in the Australian Common- 
wealth, for instance, any such wider 
range could be claimed for the govi'i-not- 
general. 

We were unaware thai any difference 
in theory ns to the powers of the Crown 
ciistci between Great 'Britain and the 
self-governing colonics, and we consider 
that Dr. Bryce's opinion is based 'rather 
upon certain events which have taken 
piace in Canada, than upon any recog- 
nition by Canada that these act ion.; 
were constitutlonlly sound. If any such 
latitude of prerogative exists in Canada, 
it should be allowed to disappear, the 
usual method of modifying the consti- 
tution. 'Jin- idea that such -a latitude 
of prerogative exists may he an atro- 
phying remnant of the old colonial 
Toryism of a century ago, or it may be 
a notion borrowed from the -entirely dif- 
ferent position occupied by tho presi- 
dent of the United iStiites. .Whatever 
be its origin, it is a highly pernicious 
and most dangerous doctrine.

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A YEAR'S WORK 

IN SALMO DISTRICT 



Considerable Development Done 
and Great Things Expected 
This Year. 



!A correspondent of the Nelson News 
says: .During the year which has just 
closed there has been considerable de- 
velopment of the mining- industry in the 
iSaluu) district. A large number of 
properties still in the prospect stride 
have been worked 011 a larger scale 
than heretofore, with exceedingly prom- 
ising results, which amply justify the 
right of iSalmo to the title of a high- 
grade camp. 

The Queen mine, -which 60 far has 
proved the ibanner property of this dis- 
trict, has ibeeu -worked continuously dur- 
ing the greater part of the year. Tho 
mobiles syndicate, which had the prop- 
erty under lease and bond, constructed 
a 2,000-tfoot tramway during tho spring, 
reaching: from the mine tunnel on the 

Suoen to the stamp mill belonging to 
e Yellowatone company, which was 
also leased to them. Under these favor- 
able conditions they were able to main- 
tain a regular output of ore, from 
(which large profits were made. Exact 
liigures us to .the product of the mine 
are not obtainable, the syndicate being 
a private one. After paying a royalty 
of 10 per cent, to Messrs. Turner & 
iWoJdie, however, i; is reported that 
each or vhe ,1'onr members of the syndi- 
cate made a net profit on the season's 
work of .between ¥0.000 and f?T.O(KJ. 
■ 'Shipments have also been made dur- 
ing the year from the Hideaway group, 
which adjoins the Queen mine. This 
property is owned by Messrs. McArthur, 
IWnlbeser and Broadfoot, who have ac- 
complished considerable development 
work. The vein, which varies in 
(width from 0" to 12 feet, carries, a free- 
milling ore averaging about $11 per 
'ton, while there are richer portions, 
(from which the shipments have been 
made, running as high as £Sd. 

During 1003 the Ore Hill group 
should be a regular producer on a email 
scale. This group was originally 
bonded to the London & British Colum- 
bia GoldfieJds lor the sum of $35,000. 
This company run a tunnel . about 100 
feet, following a seam of ore which 
appeared to be pinching out. In view 
of this fact the bond was abandoned, 
after which the owner, Godfrey Butseh, 
went to work and proved up the main 
vein, which was found to be running 
parallel to the seam in the tunnel, at 
some little distance from it. Thisveini 
is over SO feet wide, and averages $25 
per ton. Mr. Butsch has purchased a 
two-stamp mill, which has been erected 
on the. property, and will shortly com- 
mence crushing. 

In . the Lost Creek section, the Crown 
igrouip has been developed by Messrs. 
Devlin and Ncelands. At a depth of 
100 feet below the surface a fine vein 
of ore S feet wide and running 7 per 
cent, in copper has been shown up. 

Apart from metal mining, the Salmo 
district has two other important indus- 
tries. The Kootenay Shingle 'Company 
has just finished the erection of one of 
the largest shingle mills in the province, 
right in the heart of the town. A 1 force 
of about 35 men has been kept employed 
in 'the woods getting out shingle bolts 
during the last three months, and a fur- 
ther large iforee will be added at) soon 
as the mill is ready to commence cut- 
ting—about the end of the present 
month. 

Shipments of first-class marble have 
also been made during the year from 
the magnificent deposits owned by 
.Messrs. .McArtlnir, Broadfoot, Shackle- 
ton and Simpson. This marble, which 
is found in infinite variety, including 
some very rare colors, lies in a deposit 
|J00 feet wide and half a mile long, 
some distance southeast of the town. 
The lack of an available market is the 
only hindrniace to more extensive ship- 
ments. 

With these inducements and imme- 
diate prospects, tho old town of iSalmo, 
one of the earliest landmarks of the 
Kootennys, is looking forward to a re- 
sumption of its former prosperity.

The Fisher Maiden mine closed a con- 
tract yesterday with the Canadian 
Smelting: Works at Trail for the treat- 
ment of the product of the mine this 
year, sayN the Rosslaiul Miner. Frank 
WaUou, of Spokane, mauiiger of the, 
company, was in the city yesterday af- 
ter completing arrangements for the 
handling of the Fisher Maiden ore. 

Mr. Watson stated to a representative 
of the Miner last night that the com- 
pany would ship a thousand tons of ore 
this season if rawhiding was practicable 
for a reasonable length of time. Since 
the snow fell the company rfh/ls been 
engaged in bringing down ore to the 
point of shipment at Siilverton, and four 
cars were now ready for transmission 
to the smelter.

East Anglia .Seeks National dlelp in a 
Gigantic Task. 

The corporation of Lowestoft has con- 
vened a conference at Norwich of the 
different local authorities along the 
coast to discuss the advisability of ask- 
ing for a grant from tho exchequer 
towards 'building defences against the 
advance of the North Sea. The pro- 
tcctioTi of the coast-line should, it is 
thought, 'he made a national question. 

Parts of the Norfolk, iSuffolk and 
■Essex coast aro slipping bodily into the 
ocean, and the task of meeting these 
ravages by raising defences is taxing 
ratepayers' pockets to a serious degree. 
Lowestoft has in a few years Spent 
£58,000 on this work, and' has tried 
everyi'hing from groynes to sea walls, 
Unit the sea has continued its steady en- 
croachments. The greater part of tho 
beach has gone, the Denes have been 
inundated, and tho cliffs themselves at- 
tacked. 'Property has had] to be pulled 
down and rebuilt further inland. 

Cromer has had to throw out groynes 
and sea wails, and its expenditure in a 
■few years on !>ea defences has totalled' 
£50,000. Its little neighbor, iShering- 
ham, has had to construct works that 
involved an outlay of £20,000. IBetwten 
Cromer and Muntlesley, only a few 
ctonii'hs since, the noted Garden of 
Sleep fell into the sea. From Wey- 
(bourne comes a tale of similar destruc- 
tion. 

Suffolk has suffered likewise. South- 
wold last year spent £10,000 on defence 
works, (but when these were completed 
storms caused so much damage that 
£2,IK<0 mora had to 'be laid out on re- 
pairs. From Aldeburgh there is the 
same Hale of the sen's inroads, and 
Slaughden is practically deserted. Tho 
last remaining church of the vanished 
town of Dunwich stands lonely on the 
cliff's edge.

FROM REFORMATORY TO ARMY. 

Experiment in the -Making of Artisan 
Soldiers. 

Prom I >aily "Mail. 

It is the nibsence of knowledge of any 
particular .trade that has made the lot 
of many reservists so particularly hard 
on returning to civil life. 

To remedy this in some measure, an 
experiment is being made in the re- 
formatory and industrial schools which 
will have the double result of replenish- 
ing the army and of making tho men 
useful workers at the conclusion of 
their service with the colors. More 
it'h'Oli one (boy in every six enlist, on leav- 
ing these schools, anil during the years 
1808, 1899 and 1900 no fewer than 
1.905 joined the army, while there iweie 
altogether -during the war nearly 5,000 
old boys at the front.

GERMANY'S IRON TRADE. 

Some Official Data As TVi u Discouraging 
Situation. 

Tbe 1111*1111 correspondent of an irapor- 
t*nl lOnropean financial weekly, after 
pointing out the reduction In Germany's 
rail and pig-iron prices during Christmas 
wc'lt. proceeds to give some discouraging 
particulars of the trade. "At the annual 
stockholders' meeulng of one of the larger 
iciopanios In Lorraine -last week,' "the 
letter oontinues. "the malinger stated iliat 
the trade situation this year has been Biih- 
st.intlally worse than In 1001: that there 
are no trustworthy signs of better I)UNlnesn 
r.f xt year and that the prices of many 
kinds of Iron have sunk to 
such a low point as to cause 
j loss In manufacture. The Dusscl- 
dorf h<on lixeliange, which has lust Issued 
Irs annual review of the market for 1002 
ixkw sirltstantlalty tlie same view. it 
.sayn that the year has been, In general, an 
ui.favoni.tyU> one. It calls attention to the 
sliirp decrease in domestic eonsiunption, 
ni.irli (t estimates at only 1<RJ pounds per 
eapta, against 100 pounds last year. 

■Hcferring to the large increase of ex- 
ports of iron, the report denies that the 
gain has Ix-en almost exclusively In im- 
tllilslieil jrooils, but It admits t'liat the man- 
ufacturcxH uf finished goods have a difficult 
n't nut lou, owing to the fact that they 
moHt pay eoiwlderalily higher prices for 
much of their material than their foreign 
competitors pay. Especially Is this the 
cn so, tho report further says, with those 
1>inurlM'H of the trade that are not effective- 
ly oignnlr.ed. and have therefore, not sc- 
oured export drawbacks from the coal and 
various Iron syndicates to the same extent 
»s where thorough organization exists. 

"1L Is further pointed out that the large 
companies In the Iron Industry were onty 
table to keep tQielr works In a measure em- 
ployed I>y assiduously cultivating the en- 
port market. Iron foundries working ror 
•oriier l>tv riches of the trade had great diffi- 
culty in finding orders enough to keep 
them going: and work had to be done nt 
srently reduced prices. Similar conditions, 
it lis etntod. exist in the machinery trade."

The Railway 



Victorians Aroused Over Neces- 
sity of Line to End of 
island. 



•Some Interviews With a Num- 
ber of Enthusiasts on the 
Project. 



What is expected to -prove one of tho 
nuost enthusiastic public meetings ever 
held iu 'the city of Victoria, is that ar- 
ranged to be held at the City .Hull on 
(Friday evening next at S o'clock. The 
theme which well engage the attention 
of the ratepayers is oue calculated to 
.arouse intense interest on the (part of 
all of those who have the interests) of 
Victoria and Vancouver Island at heart 
— tho necessity of the construction of 
the railway to the Northern end of Van- 
couver Island. 

A Colonist reporter chatted with n 
large liunilber of citizens yesterday and 
found that the question of Island rail- 
way construction is being much dis- 
cussed on nil sides, there being practi- 
cally no two opinions as to the wisdom 
of the movement now on foot to foster 
the agitation looking to mi early con- 
summation of the project. 

'^Agitate, agitate, agitate in favor of 
the road- to the "North end." is the bur- 
den of Mr. A. B. Frasor, sr.'s, advice 
to the people of Victoria. '"Let us not 
bo moved from our purpose to have 
the road built, somehow, by the dis- 
cussion of details or side issues. The 
qioint to be continually kept in mind is 
that, the Island requires to be opened 
up by a railway, that we demand that 
it Ibe done, and that we shall keep on 
demanding it until wo see its construc- 
tion under wny." 

Capt. -Clave Phillipps-Wollcy was ask- 
ed what were his views regarding the 
agitation -which has now been revived 
about the all-Island railway proposi- 
tion? 

"Why," said He. "Tm heartily in favor 
of it. That's what Victoria wants, and 
what the Island wants. 1 regret that 
1 will not be ablo to attend the meet- 
ing on 'Friday evening, and so un- 
ahlo to speak In favor' of the project: 
for I am going away tomorrow. I shall 
be glad to participate in any future 
meetings which may be held. Just give 
mo a little notice and! I will lie with 
you." 

Aid. 'Dinsdale, one of the new men at 
the Council Board, us a representative 
from iNor'th, Ward, is an Island-develop- 
ment enthusiast up to the hilt: "Just 
what we want," said ho in alluding to 
tho Island railway to the North. 'That 
is the thing for the people of Victoria 
to centre their minds upon. Why, just 
look at the magnificent timber resources 
of the province, for instance! "Wo have 
on Vancouver Island a greater amount 
of marketable timber than there is on 
the whole of the ..Mainland of British 
Columbia. But we can't get at it. The 
demand for lumber in Manitoba and 
the Territories is now so great that 
the O. P. It- has not got cars- enough 
to ifill the orders for British Columbia 
lumber. I think it is a shame that the 
Americans should be permitted to come 
in and get our choicest timber and haul 
it away to the Sound cities to be nianu 
factored. However, the railway wo 
want, and the railway we must have. 
ILet us all take off our couts and iget it. 

A. (St. G. Flint thinks that the time 
has arrived when a united effort should 
be mado by the people of Victoria to 
secure the early construction of the 
road. Abundant prosperity to the whole 
Island would, ho believes, Ibe the im- 
mediate result. "Once a railway were 
built," said Mr. Flint, "running in a 
continuous line from Victoria to a point 
on the North end of the Island, we 
would hold the trump card in the great 
pame of transportation on the Northern 
(Pacific Const. I am of that opinion 
for this reason: When the Canada 
Northern, or tho Grand Trunk, or both, 
shall have reached a port on the Pacific, 
they will require to cater to the trans- 
portation business originating on Paget 
'Sound; they must have facilities for for- 
warding freight and passengers 'South 
to 'California. South America and Aus- 
tralia — and tlioy will be compelled, in 
order to get expeditions transit, to avail 
themselves of the all-Island railway. 
What would that mean for Victoria and 
tho whole Island? It would' mean a 
greater measure of prosperity than any 
of us have yet dreamed of." 

Will in in Jensen, of Saanich, says the 
people of his district will hold up both 
hands in favor of Lho project. "I have 
been using my humble efforts in thnt 
direction ifor years," said Mr. Jensen, 
"and I am delighted at the evidences 
thnt Victoria is at last aroused to 
what is her true duty to herself." 
Llndley Crease thinks that no time 



P. C. .McGregor, always extremely en 
tlnisiaStic regarding the future of Van- 
couver Island, welcomes the movement 
for tho construction of a railway to 
the North with unfeigned delight. "We 
have too long," said! he yesterday, "cast 
our -eyes far a field looking for that 
which might give Victoria that degree 
of prosperity to which she is entitled, 
and neglected our own Island — which is 
richer than any similar area in British 
Columbia. I am in hearty favor of tho 
agitation, will do all in my power to 
foster it, and will assuredly be at the 
priblie meeting on 'Friday vening. 
think, however, that wo should agree 
upon some definite line of action— that 
is, in respect to how we propose that 
tho undertaking shall be financed, and 
by whom. However, that may come 
out at the public meeting." 

A PltlAOTI CAULK ROUTE. 
In the year 1887 exploratory surveys 
were made of tho Northern (portion of 
Vancouver Island by J. II. Gray, C. 
E., and Henry Pry, C. E. Mr. Gray 
summarizes the result of this explora- 
tion from the point of railway construc- 
tion, as follows., 

"The distance between Wellington and 
Campbell Tiver has not been explored 
nor for the present puri>ose was i' 
necessary, as a country offering no ob 
Btacleg to construction, may be seen 
through this length of 'Coast lino. A 
glance nt the map will draw attention 
to tho great distance to Ibe saved by 
any line passing behind the Beaufort 
Range, up Oruikshank river, past But 
tie's Lake. ' Itf these water stretches 
exist at nil, as shown, my [past season's 
experience inclines me to believe thnt 
no obstacles to a good line through here 
will be found. In nearly all cases the 
principal valleys run the length of the 
land, and more or less parallel to the 
Coast, an item of the first importance 
to the question in hand?

"Regarding the country "between But 
tie's and Miichalat lakes my observa- 
tions from Campbell Lake would indi- 
cate low land in this locality; and in this 
connection might he mentioned the story 
told Mr. Fry by the two Muchalat In- 
dians, that the Comox men in the past 
crossed the Island and came down (from 
the Past) a stream flowing into Much- 
alat river, six miles olbove salt water 
I have, however, taken the safer plan 
and shown the linn from the South, 
crossing Campbell river two miles up. 
Beyond this, two routes are defined: 
First tho Northerly, following the Coast 
to Menzies Bay, whence it strikes across 
the country spoken of by Mr. Mohnn 
and passing over the Salmon river fol 
lows down the South slope of that vnl 
ley and swinging up the White river 
until sufficient height is gnined and) a 
crossing made, it follows down the on 
posito bank and across the small divide 
to the head waters of Adams and (Beav- 
er rivers, whence following the valley 
seen to the North from Davie river, it 
joins tho common' route at the Woss 
Though most of this country hns not 
been visited personally, from observa- 
tions I have no doubt of the feasibility 
of this line. It, however, does not com- 
pare favorably with that shown more 
to the South, and though nine ntMes 
shorter, this advantage is) more than 
counterbalanced 'by the heavy work 
White river and in the valley South 
'Davie river: thouirh more accessible 
from nilv future settlement in the Sal 
moil vallev. a small outlay in roadi 
would obviate this ad van face. The total 
distance to Woss river is ST miles."

•14 miles: niediunf. '.VI miles; heavy. 11 
miles; heavy work.

STRAIGHT TALK 

BY JOHN HOUSTON 



Member For West Yale Gives 
His Views— Business and 
Politics. 



John Houston, M. P. P. for West 
Kootenny, who is in the city, in busi- 
ness, was seen nt the Driard yesterday 
afternoon, and asked to express his 
views on existing conditions in his part 
of the province. With regard to the 
business outlook Mr. Houston said: 

"In a general way, business is good in 
Kootenay and Southeastern Yale. While 
mining is almost at a standstill in South- 
cast Kootenay, the lumbering industry 
was never so nourishing. The Slocan 
is a trifle depressed, owing to the low 
prices prevailing for lead and silver; 
but the people have made united demand 
for higher protective duties on lead and 
lead products, and the latest advices 
from Ottawa indicate that the govern- 
ment will at the next session of the 
House adjust the tariff so as to give the 
miners of silver-lead ore as high pro- 
tective duties as are now given other 
producers of raw materials, and the 
manufacturers thereof. 

"I said the ,people of Kootenay were 
united in demanding such action. Such 
a statement is not strictly true. Smith 
Curtis. M. I'. P., and what is known as 
the War Eagle 'outfit' at Rossland, did 
not tomo into line, and they have done 
everything possible in their attempts to 
prove that the people of Kootenay want 
a bonus on the lead miner instead of 
an increase of duties. 

'The best evidence that this province 
is not what it is said to be by the pes- 
simistic 'knockers' is tho fact that it 
has more branches of chartered hanks 
in proportion to its population than any 
other £>roviuce in the Dominion. These 
banks are either doing a legitimate com- 
mercial business or conducting mere 
pawn shops. If they are conducting 
pawnshops, the people nre indeed poor. 
If they are conducting commercial 
banks, our people must be thriving, for 
none of the banks are going out of busi- 
ness, and new (branches are being estab- 
lished—two such branches having been 
established in Kootenay within tho last 
four months. 

"What is needed more than anything 
else in this province is a big blue pen- 
cil in the editorial rooms of our daily 



The report of the proceedings of tho 
sixth auuuai convention of the Califor- 
nia -Miners' association hold in San 
Francisco in October, 1S97, contains cer- 
tain remarks mado by the speakers on 
that occasion, which servo to indicate 
the degree of success which resulted 
from the organization in 'California of 
an association on tho lines it is pro- 
posed to follow in British Columbia: 

Judge Niles is quoted as saying: 

"Mining went on for years, agricul- 
ture was developed, horticulture, vini- 
culture, and the various other resources 
of this state were developed, and we 
marched hand in hand, the happiest 
people upon tho face of God's footstool. 

"But after years of experience our 
interests as miners — because 1 was origi- 
nally a miner, and all that I have and 
am I acquired by working in the mines 
and for the miners— came in conflict 
with those of the agriculturists' of the 
valley. What followed V Litigation— a 
good thing for lawyers, and a blank, 
blank, (bad thing for citizens. ('Laughter 
and applause.) 

"Fifteen years of this litigation pass- 
ed, anil we as miners were worse off 
than when we commenced. Then it was 
that the intelligent men in the mining 
population took the sober second 
thought. They realized that we should 
do unto others as we would have them 
do unto us. They realized that a man 
should "so use his own as not to in- 
jure that of bis neighbor." This 
seemed original to some men; it was 
not original to all. And then, five years 
ago, this mining organization was form- 
ed. Were we lucky V I should say we 
were. We were the luckiest men on 
the face of the earth." 

The president in his annual address, 
said: 

"Fellow Miners: Another year has 
passed and another annual gathering- 
brings its pleasures and duties to those 
to whom lias been intrusted the more 
active work of our association. Again 
we pause in our industrial march to 
take another annual account of stock, 
and ascertain the progress) mat!'} by 
tho mining industry of California and 
tho needed measures for its future ad- 
vancement. Again we meet in general 
conference for mutual consultation nnd 
suggestion, that wo may the better Hid 
the great industry upon which our state 
was founded, and upon which its pros- 
perity in great measure yet depends. 

"We nre happily assembled at a time 
when the mining industry in California 
has taken on new life, nnd when its 
future outlook is more than ordinarily 
bright. The steady increase in tho an- 
nual gold yield of our state is supple- 
mented Iby renewed activity and increas- 
ing yields in other brunches of mining 
to the extent that the eyea of the world 
are now turned upon California, and 
legitimate investors are making careful 
and earnest examination of the advan- 
tages here offered. 

"This happy condition is in no small 
degreo the result of the united efforts 
of the miners of California, through the 
association whose representatives are 
hero assembled. The value of organiza- 
tion nnd unity of action is thus signally 
emphasized, and the duty of the Cali- 
fornia miner made clear and plain. 1 
sometimes question whether the miners 
of this state have always appreciated, 
or even realized, the substantial benefits 
that have resulted from their united 
efforts. Six years ago the mining in- 
dustry of this state was in a lamentable 
condition. The annual gold yield was 
at n low ebb, and one branch of gold 
mining was practically destroyed. The 
yield of other minerals was limited, and 
the belief generally prevailed in the in- 
dustrial world that mining in California 
was rapidly (becoming a thing of the 
past. So .general was this belief that 
capital, in its search for mining invest- 
ments*, scarcely gave California a 
thought, but passed on to more alluring, 
if more disappointing, fields. 

"Then came tho California Mirers' 
issociation, with its enthusiastic ener;

"The civic elections in towns like 
Nelson, Rossland, and Kaslo, may >r 
may not have political significance. The 
tight in Kaslo was against If. F. Green, 
M. I'. 1'., and his candidate was de- 
feated by 12 votes. The fight in Nelson 
was to down the member for Nelson 
ing, but the candidate he supported was 
elected by 170 majority in a vote of 
1151. In Kossland the issue was public 
gambling, and the anti-gambling side 
won. Both the successful and unsuc- 
cessful candidates for mayor were, sup- 
porters of tlie I'rior government. 

"The people of Kootenay are almost 
to a man opposed to any kind of sub- 
sidy being given by the province to either 
the Grand Trunk or the Canadian 
Northern. A candidate for the legisla- 
ture who would favor such subsidies 
would surely be defeated. They are also 
almost as solid in favor of conducting 
the next provincial election on party 
lines. There may he a few disgruntled 
politicians, who want to keep up the 
present hybrid arrangement, hut they 
are without influence. The people have 
got tlie bit in their teeth, and all the in- 
fluence that is supposed to emanate from 
Ottawa and Victoria will have little ef- 
fect. In my opinion, tho right time to 
hold a general election in this province 
is in June this year."
